Many stories are told of his 
origin.

In the case of an emergency, the 
Secretary-General must, on the re- 
quest of any League member, sum- 
mon the Council. 

It is declared to be “the friendly 
right of each member’ to call to 
the League’s attention “any circum- 
stance whatever affecting interna- 
tional relations which threatens to 
disturb international peace or the 
good understanding between na- 
tions, on which peace depends.” 


Text of Madrid’s Appeal for Convo- 
cation of League Council.

PARIS, Nov. 27.—The text of the 
Spanish Government’s telegram of 
protest to the League of Nations, 
as made public by the Spanish Em- 
bassy here, follows: 

“To the Secretary-General: 

“The Spanish Government has de- 
nounced in notes to the signatory 
powers of the. Non-Intervention 
Pact, in a letter to. the League of 
Nations, and in a speech by its rep- 
resentative in the League Assem- 
bly, the armed intervention of Ger- 
many and Italy in the Spanish 
Civil War in favor of the rebels, 
an intervention which, in itself, 
constitutes a most flagrant viola- 
tion of international law. 

“This intervention has been 
crowned by the recognition of the 
chief of the rebels who has been 
set up as ‘a Government’ by ‘man- 
ipulators’ of the Powers in ques- 
tion. This method of procedure 
virtually constitutes an act of ag- 
gression against the Spanish Re- 
public. 

“The declaration of the _ rebels

Details of the settlement of the 
strike of trainmen on the Louisiana 
& Arkansas Railway system, involv- 
ing immediate. compromises but 
eventual adoption, on the Texas 
branch, of the -dual conrpensation 
system sought by the strikers, were 

made public today. ; 

Hourly rates now prevailing on 
the Louisiana, Arkansas & Texas 
Railway Co. will remain in effect 
until next April 1, when a 2 per 
cent increase in pay will be insti- 
tuted. On July 1, the Texas line 
will adopt the standard mileage ba- 
sis under which trainmen are paid 
on a basis that 100 miles equals 
an eight-hour day, with their pay, 
however, 15 per cent less than the |. 
rate on the system in Louisiana. 
The pay deduction is to be de- 
creased to 10 per cent Oct. 1, 1937. 

Consolidation Petition. 

Both the Louisiana & Arkansas 
Railway and the Louisiana, Arkan- 
sas & Texas Railway have agreed 
to make immediate application to 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion for a consolidation and their 
application will be supported by 
the men. 

When the consolidation. is ef- 
fected, standard rates of pay and 
rules and working conditions pre- 
vailing on the Louisiana & Arkan- 
gas will be extended throughout the 
entire system, including the Texas 
branch. 

Several awards by government 
tribunals for back pay, hitherto 
ignored by the company, will be 
put into effect, including compensa- 
tion for L. & A. engineers for work 
on a spillway performed by engi- 
meers for a construction company. 

Application of an agreement pro- 
tecting employment in the event of 

a railroad consolidation was held 
in abeyance until such time as nec- 
m essary for a negotiation of the 
matter. 
To Deal With Union. 

The Louisiana & Arkansas Rail- 
way, represented by its president, 
C. P. Couch, agreed to recognize 
and meet with duly authorized rep- 
resentatives of the Colored Rail- 
way Trainmen and Locomotive 
Firemen and within 10 days begin 
negotiations for agreements govern- 
ing rates of pay, rules and working 
conditions. 

If no agreement is reached, the 
matter is to be submitted to a 
board of three, headed by Gov. 
Richard W. Leche of Louisiana, and 
consisting also of a representative 
of the men and of the management. 

All strikers are to be reinstated 
without loss of seniority privileges 
while old employes who did not go 
out on strike Sept. 19 will also re- 
tain their respective rights and 
privileges on the rosters. 

Signing of Agreement. 

The agreement was signed at 
Baton Rouge in the presence as 
witnesses of Gov. Leche and P. A.

Many were 
assigned to mattresses on the floor 
of an apartment belonging to a 
friend of Wells. Some, too weary 


prepared to spend the night in 
busses. 

Hotel men said bathtubs were 
being used by sleepers.and that 
there were long waiting lists for 
mattresses rented for use in the 
hallways and lobbies.

All Packages Delivered. to 
King’s Friend Are Inspected 
by Police.

LONDON, Nov. 27.—Police are 
closely guarding Mrs. Wallis Simp- 
son, the American friend of King 
Edward, as a result of the receipt 
by her of many threatening letters. 

A reliable source: declared Mrs. 
Simpson received more than 300 
letters a day, most of which are 
intensely hostile. 

Mrs. Simpson seldom sees many 
of the letters.

Engaged in International 
Demonstration in Sympa- 
thy With American Strik- 
ers, Leader Says.

PARIS, Nov. 27.—Leaders of the 


French dockworkers’ union, which 


‘thas refused .to unload cargo from 


American ships that sailed from 
the United States after the mari- 
time strike began, told United 
States Embassy officials last night 
they were participating in an in- 
ternational demonstration against 
American shipping. 

The United States Lines, in a 
statement which it said was issued 
in agreement with the United States 
Consul, warned that the American 
Longshoremen’s Union would re- 
fuse to handle French ships in 
United States ports if the strike “is 
not halted immediately.” 

The United States Lines appealed 
to the French Government to set- 
tle the strike. : 

The dock union chiefs refused to 
countermand their orders against 
unloading the Washington at Le 
Havre even at the informal request 
of the American Embassy. The 
Washington sailed for Hamburg to- 
day without having discharged its 
600-ton cargo. 

Many of the Washington’s Ham- 
burg-bound passengers had _ en- 
trained for Germany after negotia- 
tions failed to free the liner of its 
cargo. 

Officers of the United States 
Lines offered 50 remaining pas- 
sengers opportunity to continue 
their voyage overland and most of 
them accepted. Others celebrated 
Thanksgiving day aboard the ship. 

At Bordeaux the dock workers 
continued a general strike. At 
Marseilles, however, laborers 
agreed to unload the liner Excam- 
bion after officers explained the 
ship left the United States before 
the American strike was in effect. 

The Compagnie Industrielle, mar- 
itime contractors for unloading 
vessels of the United States Lines 
at Le Havre, requested the French 
Government to halt-the strike. 


American Longshoremen’s Chief 


Threatens Reprisals. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 27.— The re- 
fusal of French longshoremen to 
unload American-owned vessels at 
Marseilles and Le Havre threatened 
today to cause complications in the 
strike of maritime workers in New 
York. 

Joseph P. Ryan, president of the 
International Longshoremen’s 
Union, suggested reprisals against 
French ships in New York Harbor.

one of-the principal proprietors of 
Barrow & Co., shipbuilders, he was 
reported to have made $35,000,000 
for himself out of his transactions 
with Russia in the Japanese war. 
He became a sharehoider in Vickers 
and chairman of the company. 

Vickers had contracts with the 
allied Governments at onevtime to 
the amount of $/00,000,000 and Sir 
Basil shared in the dividends. Pre- 
viously he had invested heavily into 
the Dutch oil companies and had 
enterprises of various sorts through- 
out the world, all of which appear 
to have been successful. 


“My luck,” said he, “has been so 
well known among my friends and 
acquaintances that on, more than 
one occasion when a new enterprise 
was being begun I have been asked 
by the promoter to be the first 
client of the house. I have the rep- 
utation of having a great fortune, 
but I can say sincerely that I have 
not since 1900 tried to add to my 
possessions. The Duchess and I pre- 
fer to give away in our own man- 
ner our income, with the exception 
of sufficient to live in the way to 
which we havé become  accus- 
tomed.” 


Lady Zaharoff in her own right 
was reputed to be one of the 
wealthiest women in Spain. 

Sir Basil had several residences. 
His country home at Balincourt, 
formerly the property of King Leo- 
pold of Belgium, 1s one of the most 
beautiful in France. The house is 
filled with works of art, the results 
of selection throughcut 40 years in 
the markets of Europe. Zaharoff’s 
favorite exercise was rowing in a 
lake in the grounds.

Always a Man of Mystery. 


Sir Basil was not only a purveyor 
of arms and munitions, but a con- 
idant of statesmen. Often he was 
confidential intermediary between 
Briand and Lloyd George, and later 
between Clemenceau and Lloyd 
George. His frequent arrivals at 
nightfall by automobile at Calais or 
Boulogne from Paris or at Dover 
from London, and his going aboard 
a destroyer which got under way 
immediately, gave rise to the stories 
of mystery that were widely told 
about him. 


“I am not conscious myself,” he 
once remarked, “of anything mys- 
terious about me. I have onl: gone 
about my affairs or those of others 
quietly and without talking much 
about them.” 


One of his actions late in life, 
however, increased his reputation 
for. mystery. This was the burning 
of his diaries in which he had re 
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were the same obscure reasons that 
brought him the grand cross of the 
Frénch Legion of Honor. 

His apartment in Paris was the 
scene of many quiet gatherings of 
famous. personages. The King an 
Queen- of England took tea with 
him whenever they were in Paris. 
Queen Marie of Rumania always 
called on him. Lloyd George, Poin- 
care, Cufzon and other statesmen 
lunched or dined there. 

To these and other friends Sir 
Basil frequently gave cigar bands 
as emblems of good luck. It was re- 
lated that he had several pet super- 
stitions, but that belief in the effi- 
cacy’ of these bits of flamboyantly 
colored paper was the strongest of 
them, 

In 1927 Vickers, Ltd., gave him 
a silver cup in recognition of his 50 
years connection with that firm.

He had just been transferred to 
London from his place as agent of 
the concern in Greece and he 
staked his future advancement on 
a daring proposal. He told the di- 
rectors of the concern that he 
would accept a small commission 
as their Spanish agent, but would 
demand a place on the board of 
directors if he came back with an 
order for $5,000,000. The offer was 
accepted and in two months the 
young agent returned with orders 
for warships and artillery totaling 
$25,000,000. 

He was at once admitted to the 
board of directors, as agreed. It was 
hinted that his success in Madrid 
was due largely to the influence o. 
the duchess whom he had rescued 
from the brutality of her royal hus 
band.

She replied that she and her 
hushand were in New York when 
“this story broke,” and that they 
were “tormented and hounded” by 
newspaper reporters. To escape 
this, she continued, they left their;

Says Room Was Ransacked. 


“When we. returned,” she said, 
“IT learned from a chambermaid 
that while we were away a repor- 
ter had got into my room and used 
my typewriter. The chambermaid 
told me he had said I told him to 
use the typewriter. It was evident 
he had also looked through, my 
files.” 

“About this time,” she continued, 
she saw printed in a newspaper 
a copy of Exhibit 41 and decided 
she could not have written it. 

“You wrote letters on a type 
writer whose type was similar to 
these, and often typed your name 
on them without signing them?”

“You were advised by your law- 
yer not to identify any typed let- 
ters, weren't you?” “Yes.” 

“And you wrote all the letters 
on a typewriter?” “Yes.” 

« That’s all,” said the District At- 
torney. 


On cross-examination by Verne 
R. C. Laty, counsel for Jones, Mrs. 
Giordin said she did not know the 
names of the reporters who she 
thought had been in her room or 
what newspaper they represented. 


Dr. Aaron Levy Recalled. 


Dr. Aaron Levy, pediatrician who

On cross-examination, Defense

Nurse Identifies Mrs. Berroyer as 


Woman With Jones. 


Mrs. Berroyer was identified at 
the forenoon session by Miss Flor- 
ence Shaw, supervising nurse of the 
pediatrics division of Jewish Hos- 
pital, as the woman who, with Wil- 
fred Jones, took to the hospital on 
July 11, 1935, the so-called Price 
baby, predecessor of the Ware baby 
in the hoax. The Government con- 
tends that the plan of using this 
child in the hoax went awry#when 
the baby died five days after its 
admission to the hospital, thus cre- 
ating the necessity for obtaining the 
Ware child, ; 

Jones has admitted he was the 
man, but has declared the woman 
who accompanied him was Mrs. 
Grace Thomasson, one of the chief 
Government witnesses. It was his 
testimony to this effect at a habeas 
corpus suit by Anna Ware to re- 
cover her child a year ago that was 
partially responsible for his indict- 
ment for perjury. 

Gave Name as “H. Meyers.” 

The witness said Mrs. Berroyer 
gave her name as “H. Meyers,” and 


signed a clothes slip as “Helen 
Meyers.” Mrs, Berroyer’s mother 
is Mre. Mayme Hawker Meyers. At 
the habeas corpus proceeding, the 
signature was identified by a hand- 
writing expert for Miss Ware as 
that of Mrs. Berroyer, and Mrs. 
Berroyer’s denial of the signature 
at that hearing was one of the 
points on which she was indicted 
for perjury. 

On cross-examination, Roy W.: 
Rucker of Kansas City, counsel for 
the Muenches and Mrs. Berroyer, 
questioned the witness at length on 
an interview in 1935, in which she 
was quoted as saying that the wo- 
man in question was blonde and in- 
clined towards plumpness. Miss 
Shaw said, “I never did say she 
was a blonde. I may have said she 
was inclined to be plump, but 1 
never did say her exact size.” 

Rucker then had Mrs. Berroyer, 
a thin woman with dark hair and a 
sharp face, stand up. “She looks as 
if she must have lost some weight,” 
the nurse said. 

“You didn’t know she gained a 
few pounds since, did you?” Rucker 
asked. “No,” was the reply. 

Later in cross-examination the 
witness conceded that she had told 
the interviewer the woman with the 
Price baby was both blond and 
plump. The obvious purpose of this 
line of questioning was to show her 
description fitted Mrs .Thomasson 
better than it did Mrs. Berroyer. 

After cross-examination was con- 
cluded, however, Miss Shaw ane 
swered affirmatively when the Dis- 
trict Attorney asked: “You didn’t 
care how exact you were in the 
| newspaper interview, did you?” 

The next witness was Dr. William 
Berman, Jewish Hospital interne, 
who was on duty in the pediatrics 
division the night the Price baby 
was taken to the institution, and 
who treated the baby until it died. 
As in previous hearings in connec- 
tion with the baby hoax he identi- 
fied Mrs. Berroyer as the woman 
who took the child to the division. 
He said he did not get a good view 
of the man with her, but described 
him as tall and thin.

Green Lists Six Desired 
Changes — Would Base 
Job Insurance Tax on 
Length of Employment. 


FOR EAR-MARKING 
FUND FOR PENSIONS 


Extension of Benefits to All 
Farm and City Workers 
and Increased Federal Aid 
Also Urged. 


By. the Associated Press. 

TAMPA, Fla., Nov. 27.—William 
Green, President of the American 
Federation of Labor, urged today 


that the Federal unemployment in- 
surance tax be assessed on a sliding 
scale. 

Collection of the tax on the basis 
of the permanency of a worker's 
job would require an amendment 
to the Social Security Act, which 
the fe@ration will advocate, with 
five otker major changes, at the 
next session of Congress. 

“A sliding scale for ynemployment 
insurance, favoring Mdustries keep- 
ing their men at work, would en- 
courage employers to devise new 
means of smoothing out the ‘peaks’ 
and ‘hollows’ of production,” Green 
said, 

He cited the automobile industry, 
in which considerable attention al- 
ready has been given to spreading 
sales over the entire year, as typi- 
cal of the fields whose workers 
might be benefited. 

View of Pension Fund. 

Green said the Federation would 
insist that Congress safeguard the 
46 billion dollars which fiscal ex- 
perts estimate will have accumu- 
lated by 1980 in the old-age pension 
tax on payrolls. 

Green said the money ought to 
be kept separate from the general 
treasury, protected by constitutional 
amendment, if necessary, against 
whims of future legislators. 

As outlined by Green, proposed 
Social Security Act amendments 
now .being drafted by federation 
leaders would: 

1. Extend unemployment insur- 
and the compulsory old-age annuity 
plans to cover agricultural work- 
ers and all industrial employes. 

2. Provide the ear-marking of the 
fund for payment of old-age pen- 
sions so distribution would not be 
dependent on Congressional appro- 
priation and forestall borrowing 
from the huge reserve. 

3. Increase the maximum contri- 
bution by the Federal Government 
for old-age pensions from $15 to $25 
a month, so beneficiaries may get 
as much as $50 a month. 

4. Make the Federal Government 
a third party to the old-age bene- 
fit assessments, thereby reducing 
the amount of payments by work- 
ers. 

5. Have the Government collect 
the entire. employer-paid payroll 
tax for unemployment insurance, 
with subsequent grants to state 
pools. 

“Thuusands Without ’rotection.” 

Asked whether he had consulted 
the National Administration about 
the proposed changes, Green said 
he had not, but the Social Security 
Board had asked for suggestions. 

He estimated 3,000,000 farm em- 

ployes would be affected by the 
amendments to increase the scope 
of the act. Small business, he said, 
now is exempt from the program, 
“leaving thousands of workers 
without its protection.” 
. Determination of unemployment 
insurance tax on the basis of “haz- 
ard,” he explained, would tend to 
stabilize employment. 

“Industry,” he said, “will have to 
work out some system of keeping 
men at work. The shorter work 
week may be the answer.”

strong survive; let the weak die.’ 
The motto of peace is ‘Let the 
strong help the weak to survive.’” 
The progress that Americas have 
made “must not be allowed to serve 
as a pretext for resting on our 
laurels,” the President added. On 
the contrary, he declared, it should 
stimulate the new world ‘to greater 


| effort. 


“Tt is not enough that peace pre- 
vails from the Arctic-to the Ant- 
arctic, from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific,” he gaid. “It is essential that 
this condition be made permanent, 
that we provide effectively against 
a recurrence of the horrors of war, 
and assure peace to ourselves and 
our posterity.” 
Roosevelt to Leave Tonight. 

The President, who leaves Brazil 
at 10 p. m. for Buenos Aires, said 
the United States derived strength 
and confidence from “the farsight- 
ed and irreproachable attitude of 
Brazil in its devotion to arbitra- 
tion, conciliation and other meth- 
ods for the peaceful settlement of 
international disputes.” 

He added: “There are, it is true, 
conflicts of interests between Amer- 
ican states, but they cannot be 
called serious or difficult of solu- 
tion when compared.with the deep- 
ly-rooted hates of other continents.”

President of Brazil on 
His Arrival. 


President Roosevelt this morning 
walked down the gangplank from 
the United States cruiser Indian- 


apolis, took off his hat in a drizzling 
rain and stood at attention while 
massed bands played the Brazilian 
national anthem. At the foot of 
the gangplank, President Getulio 
Vargas of Brazil waited with out- 
stretched arms. The two Presidents 
embraced and shook. hands. 

Among the members of the Wel- 
coming Committee were United 
States Ambassador Hugh 8. Gibson; 
Oswaldo Aranha, Brazilian Ambas- 
sador to Washington; Gen. Rodney 
H. Smith, chief of the United States 
coast artillery mission at Rio, and 
Capt. C. C. Gill, chief of the United 
“tates naval mission. 

The Indianapolis fired a 21-gun 
salute in honor of President Var- 
gas on entering the harbor. Bra- 
zilian guns on the Cobras Island 
naval base responded with a salute 
for President Roosevelt. The Bra- 
zilian flag was raised on the Indian. 
apolis as the United States flag 
rose on the Brazilian flagship Sao 
Paulo. 

Six of Brazil’s 16 warships were 
lined up in the harbor with crews 
at attention as the Indianapolis 
glided between Sugar Loaf Moun- 
tain and Santa Cruz Fortress. As 
the Indianapolis approached Maua 
Pier, 5000 school children sang the 
“Star-Spangled Banner.” 

Drive Through Lines of Troops. 

The two Presidents stepped into 
an automobile and started for the 
residence, several miles away, which 
Roosevelt was to occupy during his 
12-hour stay. They drove through 
a double line of helmeted soldiers, 
saluting with rifles. Twelve mili- 
tary bands, at various points along 
the route, played the national 
anthems of the United States and 
Brazil. 

Crowds were massed behind the 
soldiers, waving flags of the two 
nations and cheefing. 

James Roosevelt, the President’s 

son, sat near his father in the open 
car. 
The Avenida Rio Branco, the 
boulevard over which the proces- 
sion passed, was decorated from the 
pier to the official residence. In 
Rio’s principal streets lilies, red 
carnations and gladioli hung from 
lampposts. 

From the windows of skyscrapers, 
office workers and their favored rel- 
atives and friends cheered the two 
Presidents as they drove up Avenido 
Rio Branco, the city’s main thor- 
oughfare. 

Thousands of soldiers, sailors and 
marines lined the wide avenue. Cu- 
rious throngs massed behind the 
rigid troops. The scarlet dresscoats 
of the marines, their russet leg- 
gings and white breeches made bril- 
liant ‘contrast with the evergreens 
spaced along the street.

At Botafogo Beach, the presiden- 
tial party turned off abruptly into 
the grounds of the home of the 
Carlos Guinle family which Roose- 
velt is to use as his residence for 
the visit.

NEWPORT BEACH, Cal. Nov. 
27.—_William H. (Billy) Papke, for- 
mer middleweight boxing cham- 
pion, shot and killed his divorced 
wife, Edna Eloise Papke, in Mrs. 
Papke’s home, on Balboa land, 
last night, and then killed ‘ him- 
self. 

Friends said Papke was prompt- 
ed by his failure to effect a recon- 
ciliation with her. 

The 50-year-old retired pugilist, 
who worked as a host in a Los 
Angeles cafe, was metgat the door 
by Mrs. Papke, mother of his three 
sons. A neighbor, Mrs. Helen Cab- 
anne, said she heard them quarrel. 
Then five shots were fired. 

The bodies were found in the 
vestibule, a revolver in Papke’s 
hand. His 46-year-old former wife 
was shot twice. He fired three bul- 
lets into his own chest. 

“I can’t understand why he did 
it,” said William H. Papke Jr., 
night clerk in the La Verne Police 
Department. “I saw my father only 
this morning. He was in good spir- 
its and we laughed and joked like 
always.” 

With two other sons, Clifford and 
Robert, the elder Papke had lived 
in Altadena since Mrs. Papke ob- 
tained a divorce last August. 

He refereed a boxing program 
Wednesday and spent Thanksgiving 
at the cafe which advertised: “Meet 
Billy Papke; your host. Enjoy the 
personality and simplicity of a 
great fighter.” 

Acquaintances of Mrs. Papke said 
her husband had visited her several 
times recently, threatening her 
when she refused a reconciliation. 

In a Los Angeles ring 28 years 
ago, Papke, an Illinois mine worker, 
knocked out champion Stanley 
‘Ketchell in 12 rounds. Two months 
later, in a rematch,.Ketchell floored 
Papke in 11 rounds. 

When Ketchell was killed in a 
Missouri shooting, Papke, Frank 
Klaus and Mike Gibbons were 
among the claimants to his title. 
The crown eventually went to Klaus 
when he won on a foul from Papke 
in 15 rounds at Paris, France, March 
5, 1913. 

Papke’s long fighting career

Fair Valuation for Rate Making 
Purposes Sought; St. Louis 
Complaint Pending. 


By the Jefferson City Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 27.—A 
full inventory and appraisal of the 
property of the Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co., in Missouri, and an 
audit of its books and accounts, was 
directed by the Missouri Public 
Service Commission in an order 


“made public last night. The pur- 
pose of the proceeding is to deter- 


mine the fair valuation of the com- |. 


pany’s property for ratemaking and 
other purposes. 

The commission order bore a date 
as of Wednesday, preceding by two 
days the filing today of a complaint 
by the City of St, Louis, calling for 
a valuation proceeding to determiné 
if the company’s telephone rates in 
St. Louis are reasonable. 

Properties of the company in Mis- 
souri have not been valued by the 
commission for ratemaking pur- 
poses for more than 11 years. The 
last proceeding was one in which 
the commission fixed a tentative 
valuation of $24,700,000 for the St. 
Louis exchange, in 1925, and au- 
thorized the company to increase 
business telephone rates in the city. 

"The 1925 tentative value for the 
city exchange was fixed without a 
full inventory and appraisal. 
. Survey in Kansas City. 

An appraisal of the property of 
the Kansas City Telephone Co., con- 
trolled by the Southwestern Bell, 
has been in progress for about 18 
months and will be finished soon. 
The findings in that case will be 
“consolidated with the appraisal and 
audit just ordered by the commis- 
gion. 

The Southwestern Bell has oper- 
ating property in 95 of the 114 coun- 
ties of Missouri, and in the City of 
St. Louis. Commission officials esti- 
mated the appraisal would require 
at least two years. The cost was 
estimated at $200,000 or more. The 
costs will be paid by the company 
in the first instance, but such costs 
are allowed as operating expenses 
and ultimately are passed on to 
customers. 

The order directed the commis- 
sion engineering staff to make the 

inventory and appraisal of the 
property, including all toll prop- 
erty used for both intrastate and 
interstate purposes, The engineers 
were authorized to make any in- 
vestigation or studies that might 
be helpful in determining the fair 
valuation of the property. 
Period Not Designated. 

The commission accountants weré 


directed to make the audit of the 
company. The order does not desig- 
nate the period to be covered by 


the audit, as to operating results. 
This will be designated later. 

Details of the formal complaint 
of the City of St; Luis, forwarded 


FURS 


to the commission by Mayor Dick- 
mann, were published in the 
Post-Dispatch yesterday. The city 
called for a full valuation of the 
St. Louis property of the company, 
to determine if the existing rates 
are reasonable. It stated informa- 
tion now available to the city, and 
contained in the annual operating 
reports of the company to the com- 
mission, was not sufficient to de- 
termine whether the present rates 
were reasonable or excessive. The 
city pointed out there had been no 
adjustment of residence rates in St. 
Louis since Sept. 1, 1920, when they 
were increased, and no adjustment 
of business rates since July 1, 1925, 
when those schedules were in- 
creased. 

St. Louis Request Rejected. 

The City of St. Louis demanded 
@ full inventory and appraisal of 
the Bell company’s St. Louis prop- 
erty in the 1925 case, which was in- 
stituted by the company with an 
application for an increase in busi- 
mess telephone rates in St. Louis. 
The commission rejected the full 
valuation request, on the ground it 
did not have adequate funds to 
make a full valuation. Instead the 
commission fixed a tentative valua- 
tion of $24,700,000 for the St. Louis 
property, based on engineering data 
it had available and an audit. 

The city had contended the val- 
uation should not exceed $20,000,000 


and the company said the valuation | 


should be at least $30,000,000. The 
commission approximately split the 
difference in arriving at its’ esti- 
mate of $24,700,000 as the tentative 
value. 

An appeal by the city was thrown 
out of the Supreme Court, without 
passing on the merits of the valua- 
tion and rate questions involved, 
because the city failed to comply 
with the court rules requiring the 
appellant in a case to submit in his 
brief a full statement of the facts 
in the case.

In an oral judg- 
ment,-he asserted the purported 
murder confession of Mr. ‘Theresa 
Small was an “unquestioned for- 
gery.” 

The whole case against the dead 
Mrs. Small, the Judge said, was in- 
stigated by Patrick Sullivan, who 
spent years investigating the mys- 
tery and testified this week that he 
watched Mrs. Small sign the con- 
fession in Toronto in 1929, six years 
before her death. 

Miss Small had s-ught to prove 
that the theater owner's will made 
in 1903 was forged, that Mrs. Small 
jad written a confession in 1929— 
10 years after Small disappeared— 
holding herself responsible for his 
death, and that the sisters of Small 
—Mary Florence and Gertrude— 


. were entitled to the estate. 2 
Under Mrs. Small’s will most of 


the estate had been bequeathed to 
Roman Catholic organizations here. 
Had the action been , successful, 
Miss Small and her sister would 
have obtained a large part of the 
fortune. 

Justice Jeffrey's decision cli- 
maxed years of rumors and charges 
revolving around the still-unsolved 
mystery of Small’s disappearance 
the day that he deposited a $1,000,- 
000 check in part payment for ‘his 
theater chain.

Hitler Picks Saturdays 
For His Surprise Moves 


While Rest of Europe 


Dawdled Over Week- 


‘End, He Has Taken Some of His Most 
Important Steps on That Day. 


(Copyright, 1936.) 

BERLIN, Nov. 27.—It is common 
knowiedge that Theodore Roosevelt 
used to save his important public 
statements for release on Sunday 
afternoons so that he might secure 
a good play in Monday morning's 
newspaper in which there was rela- 
tively little other news. : 
It is rapidly bécoming common 
knowledge that Reichsfuehrer Adolf 
Hitler has developed a penchant 
for delivering his periodical polit- 
ical broadsides on Saturday after- 
noon, when the British statesman is 
already well out of reach on his 
traditional week-end. and when 
that part of Europe that has failed 
to adopt the British week-end is 
preparing to partake of a more lim- 
ited Sunday rest. 

Most. recent in the long series of 
what have come to be known as 
Hitler’s Saturday surprises occurred 
just a week ago when without pre- 
liminary warning the German Gov- 
ernment denounced the sections of 
the Versailles Treaty providing for 
the internationalization of the 
principal rivers flowing through 
Germany and for a special Govern- 
ment for the Kiel canal. 

It cannot be said that Hitler 
chooses the final day of the week 
for his pronouncements so that 
they will attract relatively little at- 
tention—far from it.’ Almost © in- 
variably his Saturday-surprises are 
so presented as to give the most 
dramatic effect possibie. The man- 
ner in which Europe receives these 
periodical bombshells is reflected 
in a statement of a Prague news- 
paper on the occasion of the an- 
nouncement of the Austro-German 
accord on July 11 that “peace has 
broken out between Germany and 
Austria.” July 11, of course, fell 
on Saturday. 

Ooubtless Hitler has assumed, 
quite rightly, that until Monday 
morning at the earliest European 
diplomatic machinery will be out 
of action or functioning imperfect- 
ly. It gives the powers 36 hours

“We talked with several] turpen- 
tine workers, who talked freely, but 
only after much persuasion,” Mc- 
Callister reported. “They stated 
categorically that all the Negro 
people in this community were held 
in slavery. None is allowed to leave 
the place. The ownér has two stool- 
pigeons who keep him informed of 
everything that goes on in the quar- 
ters. These informers even slip 
under the shacks at night and listen 
in on conversations to see if they 
may detect some hint of dissatisfac- 
tion which might indicate that 
someone was harboring thoughts 
of ‘escape.’ One of these informers 
is named Cobb. After almost two 
hours in the quarters, Cobb detected 
our party and immediately ran to 
the clerk of the commissary to 
notify him that someone was pry- 
ing around.” 

Working conditions in the tur- 
pentine camps were described by 
McCallister as follows: 

“The turpentine workers are 
forced to toil from daylight . until 
they can no longer see at night. 
For their labors they receive pay 
ranging from 50 cents per day to 
$1. A very few receive as much as 
$1.25 per day. They are forced to 
purchase their supplies at the com- 
missary, owned by .Will Knabb. 
Prices at this commissary are 
almost double regular retail prices. 
For example, white bacon, which 
can be bought in Tampa stores for 
15 cents a pound, costs 25 cents a 
pound in Knabb’s commissary. Six 


| pounds of plain flour cost 40 cents 
in the commissary and the sanie 
grade can be bought for 24 cents 
at the retail stores. 

Penalty for Non-Compliance. 

“When the wages of: the turpen- 
tine workers are translated into 
purchasing power it is easy to see 
that many of them arc working for 
25 cents a day. One man spent $2 
outside of the commissary a little 
while back and he was told that his 
pay of $10 would be held up until 
he purchased all his goods. at the 
commissary.” 

“Any desire on the part of the 
inmates to escape vis effectively 
thwarted by the realization of pos- 
sible consequences,” McCallister’s 
report stated. “Men may suffer 
beatings, their very lives may be 
threatened if they attempt to leave. 
By a system of camps which sur- 
round the community it is possible 
to head off any fleeing slave. 

“As soon as we had secured this 
information, which we considered 
adequate, we decided it would be 
safer to leave. The informer had 
notified the commissary of our 
presence and we could see a small 
cluster of white men. gathering. 
Wisdom seemed to dictate depar- 
ture, and so we left after about two 
hours in the quarters.” 

Reply by John P. Frey. 

John P. Frey, secretary of the 
Resolutions Committee, in replying 
to Randolph, insisted that racial 
discrimination in the trade union 
movement could not be ended by 
“arbitrary” resolutions, adding that 
education among white workers 
was the only effective method. He 
criticised Randolph for presenting 
the peonage report, which he said 
was not relevant to the discussion. 

“Circumstances cannot be the 
same for everyone in this country,” 
Frey said. “There are oppressed 
Negro workers in the South, but 
there are also depressed white 
workers. 

“I may add that I did not have 

the educational advantage of Dele- 
gate Randolph. When Delegate 
Randolph was enjoying the educa- 
tional advantages of Harvard Uni- 
versity I was organizing Negro 
workers in the metal trades in the 
deep South. These speeches are 
doing miore to stir up racial feeling 
than anything else.”

MEXICO ISSUES 
ARMS TO 50,000 
FARM RESERVES 


To Incorporate Them Into 
Army ‘to ‘Defend Patrimony’ 
Gained by Revolution. 


By the Associated Press. 

MEXICO, D. F., Nov. 27.—Farm 
units numbering 50,000 men, armed 
with rifles, will be incorporated into 


the army Dec. 1, and will undergo 
military review Nov. 30. The addi- 
tional. men will increase Mexico's 
army to 100,000. 

“Nominally “reserves,” the “solda- 
dos campesinos” actually will be 
used side by side with an approxi- 
mately equal number of regulars to 
police the ‘country, the chief use. to 
which the army is put. Organiza- 
tion of the agragrian reserves’ was 
started April 1 this year. 

“We are putting arms into the 
hands of the masses,” President La- 
zaro Cardenas explained; “so that 
they can defend the patrimony 
which the revolution is giving to 
them.” 

Under regular army officers, ru- 
ral residents were given. rudimén- 
tary military © instruction so they 
might ‘defend their homes against 
bandits, protect teachers expound- 
ing the Government’s socialistic ed- 
ucation from “Cristero” rebels and 
generally keep order in sparsely in- 
habited rural regions. 

Recently it was decided the re- 
cruits were ripe for regular army 
status, and 46,000 privates and 4131 
officers, now divided into 2968 
groups, will be reformed Dec. 1 
into battalions and regiments of 
cavalry and infantry.

Notes on the Smoke Problem. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OR the past three decades, winter 

after winter, the newspapers have 
“mentioned the fact, sometimes with en- 
thusiasm, that the city officials were 
making a study of the smoke problem. 
It would seem that the only study made 
has been a photographic study. We have 
been informed after all the years of study 
“that what we need is more inspectors to 
tell us just how much smoke we have. 

They say that a community gets no 
better government than it deserves, so 


suggesting a conference designed to prevent future 
conflicts and to forward “the cause of permanent 
peace on this Western continent.” All the govern- 
ments concerned accepted readily, and an inclusive 
agenda has been drawn up in the interval. The re- 
sults will be seen at the Inter-American Peace Con- 
ference, which convenes next Tuesday at Buenos 
Aires. — 
The conference opens under highly favorable au- 
spices. The nations of the Western Hemisphere are 
now at peace. President Roosevelt himself will at- 
tend the first session, thereby centering world at- 
tention upon the conference and demonstrating this 
country’s great concern for its success. The Nobel 
Peace Prize for 1936 has just been awarded to Dr. 
Carlo Saavedra Lamas, Foreign Minister of Argen- 
tina, a prominent mover in planning the conference. 
The award recognizes the importance of building a 
permanent peace structure in the Americas. 
Another factor that augurs well for the meeting 
is the new relationship between the United States 
and the Latin American nations.

Inter-American trade relationships are intimately 
bound up with this problem. If widespread trade 
can be developed, the self-sufficiency of the New 
World will be built up as a safeguard against Eu- 
ropean entanglements in the event of war. North 
American and South American products are largely 
interchangeable, to the advantage of both continents. 
This trade is reviving again, after the depression 
doldrums, largely because of the trade-pact agree- 
ments negotiated by Secretary Hull. Seven of the 
14 thus far signed are with Latin American nations. 
Mr. Hull’s presence at Buenos Aires as leader of this 
country’s delegation gives assurance that trade rela- 
tions will be an important feature of the discussion, _ 

Inter-American political and commercial ties un- 
doubtedly will be more closely knitted by the work 
of the conference, whether or not complete agreement 
is reached in all its fields. This is highly desirable, 
although, of course. the delegates must not lose sight 
of the part the American nations play in the world’s 
political and economic structure. 
the Western countries, establishing Mr. Hull’s ideal 
of “a continent at peace,” will be a stimulating les- 
son to other nations which are still separated by fear 
and jealousy. The greater goal is not inter-American 
co-operation but world co-operation, and the coming 
conference can do much to advance the progress to- 
ward this major, though still distant, objective.

In this year of upward economic trends, in this 
season of bonuses and extra dividends, the United 
Charities campaign finds itself, at the end of its 
scheduled period, 30 per cent short of its goal and 
with total pledges a quarter-million dollars less than 
the amount raised last year.

OFFENSIVE ALLIANCE. 

The new German-Japanese alliance, as ceremonious- 
ly signed at Berlin, is ostensibly directed against the 
Communist International, and devoted to curbing 
the spread of its “disruptive influences,” It is every 
nation’s privilege to put up the bars against an un- 
wanted doctrine, but is it not somewhat unusual for 
two nations, thousands of miles apart, to form an 


of each? 
The antipathy of both governments to Communism 


is plain enough. However, it is not Communist 
philosophy but Communist territory that chiefly in- 
spires the new treaty. The sections made public 
relate only to the Third International and its activ- 
ities. It is understood that there are other sections 
providing for mutual aid in the event of war, for 
exchange of military information and trade in arms. 

Both Germany and Japan have demonstrated that 
they covet certain Russian territories. Hitler said 
two months ago at Nurnberg: “If I had the Ural 
Mountains, if we possessed Siberia, if we ‘had the 
Ukraine, then Nazi Germany would be swimming in 
prosperity.” Japan has actually attempted invasion | 
of Russian territories in the Far Bast. Only after 
emphatic warnings from Moscow did the Japanese 
penetration of Outer Mongolia and adjacent regions 
come to a halt, but border clashes are still frequent. 

On the other hand, Communist activities abroad 
have declined to their lowest level in years. It is 
Stalin’s conviction that Russia is better advised to 
build up its own economy than to do any crusading 
among its neighbors. With its vast undeveloped ter- 
ritories, Russia cannot be accused of coveting any of 
its neighbors’ possessions. 

The German-Japanese alliance, to which Italy may 
be expected to adhere, is an offensive rather than a 
defensive agreement. As such, it increases the world’s 
war danger. ' 


THE VASHON HIGH SCHOOL CONTROVERSY. 

In its return to the injunction suit brought by a 
group of Negroes to prevent construction of an ele- 
mentary school on the Vashon High School grounds, 
the Board of Education disputed the court’s jurisdic- 
tion and denied that grounds for action exist. The 
case was thereupon laid over until Dec. 10. 

It may very well be that the board is on solid 
legal ground here; it may very well be that the 
courts will refuse to interfere in an administrative 
matter. But that would be only a legalistic vivtory 
for the board. It would not answer the very soiid 
complaints of leading Negro citizens against the pro- 
posed construction. 

It is charged that the Vashon High School grounds 
are already too small. They contain open space of 
only 93 square feet per high sct.ool pupil, as against 
143 square feet per Beaumont High pupil and 152 
feet -per Roosevelt High pupil. A good part of the 
open space available, moreover, is now occupied by 
portable school buildings, and, if the new’ school is 
built on the site selected, this overcrowded condi- 
tion will become permanent. 

The Negro citizens say that it is undesirable for 
pupils of high school and elementary schoo] age to 
intermingle, and that high school classes in this 
restricted space would be disturbed by the noise made 
by the younger children at recess. They declare the 
effect of the construction would be to send pupils over 
to the public playground across Cardinal] avenue, 
out of School Board jurisdiction. 

If the courts should be compelled to throw out the 
injunction case for lack of jurisdiction, these serious 
questions would remain, It appears to us that the 
Board of Education should waive whatever legal 
rights it possesses and, in conjunction with the Negro 
citizens who have interested themselves so deeply, 
work out a solution that would be satisfactory to all 
r concerned, | 

Certainly, an adverse court decision is not going 
to end the controversy. The protesting Negroes, both 
individuals and organizations, are going to continue 
their demands for a satisfactory settlement, and they 
will have the mora! support of all fair-minded citi- 
zens, :

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LOST TREASURES. 

The cost of the World War is calculated in terms 
of death, debts and the tides of despotism that have 
engulfed so, many cherished traditions of treedom 
and the “decent respect to the opinions of mankind.”

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The Problem of Selecting J udges: II 


Proposals for reforming method of choosing Judges are reviewed by writer in second 
article of series; separate judicial elections bring out only small vote; non-partisan — 

- ballot plan has not proved, successful; convention nominating system, now being 

urged for Missouri, is viewed as involving judiciary in politics more than ever.

IDESPREAD dissatisfaction with the 
WY resuite of the elective method of choos- 

ing Judges has brought forth in recent 
years a multitude of proposals for modifica- 
tion. With one notabie exception, which will 
be discussed later, the modifications that 
have beén enacted into law thus far have 
retained the basic principle of ultimate elec- 
tion by popular vote, Let us examine brief- 
ly some of the means by which such com- 
promises with the elective system have been 
attempted. 


Separate Judicial Elections. 


The theory behind the plan of holding ju- 
dicial elections on days other than those on 
which élections for other offices are held is, 
of course, that such segregation will minhi- 
mize the influence which political considera- 
tions normally have upon the voter in gen- 
éral elections, 

Unfortunately, however, the theory is pre- 
mised upon an assumption which does not 
seem to be borne out in fact; namely, that 
sufficient interest can be aroused in special 
judicial elections to enable the independent 
voters to overcome the votes of the regular 
party supporters. The most telling evidence 
of the general indifference on the part of 
the public toward such segregated judicial 
elections is contained in a study by Edward 
M. Martin, just published under the direction 
of the Political Science Faculty of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. 

Three of the election cycles in Chicago are 
devoted exclusively to judicial selection. 
Comparative figures obtained by Mr. Martin 
on the votes cast in these special judicial 
elections as against the votes cast in gen- 
eral elections, from 1903 to 1934, reveal that 
whereas the genéral elections attracted at 
various times from 63.7 to 92.8 per cent of 
the voters of Chicago, the three judicial elec- 
tions during the same period attracted at no 
time more than 42.9 per cent. In June, 1934, 
a judicial election in Chicago brought to the 
polis the incredibly low total of 8.1 per cent 
of the eligible voters. of that city! 
surprising, therefore, that the author of this 
study characterizes the mere segregation of 
judicial elections as a “futile gesture.” 


Non-Partisan Elections, 


Although the laws of 12 states at present 
provide for listing judicial candidates on a 
separate ballot without any designation of 
their party affiliation, there is little conclu- 
sive evidence as yet of the efficacy of this 
method. 

A recent poll by the American Bar Asso- 
ciation, covering 128 local associations, 
showed that only 55 favored the non-partisan 
principle. In at least one of the states op- 
erating with this system, the evidence points 
strongly against it. On Oct. 20, 1934, the

The chief reason for the apparent failure 
of the nan-partisan scheme to fulfill the 
hopes of its sponsors is the same as in tie 
case of separate judicial elections, supple- 
mented by the fact that the great majority 
of electors vote for Judges along party lines 
even where a non-partisan ballot is pre- 
sented, or else vote indiscriminately and 
without the slightest acquaintance with the 
relative merits of the candidates. . 


Nomination by Party Convention. 


This plan deserves our particular atten- 
tion because of the recommendation which it 
recently received in the report of the Judi- 
cial Council appointed by the Supreme Court 
of Missouri. 

As stated in the council’s report, the sys- 
tem of judicial conventions is not new in 
Missouri. It existed for a great many years 
in this State prior to the adoption of ‘the 
present primary law in 1907, and, indeed, was 
for a long time the prevailing method for 
nominating judicial candidates in states 
wherein Judges were selected by popular 
election. : 

The wave of 2%pular resentment against 
the abuses and corruption of machine polli- 
tics that arose at the beginning of the pres- 
ent century swept away in most states the 
entire system of nominating candidates for 
public office by convention and substituted 
for it the direct primary method of nomina- 
tion. Included in this movement was the 
abolition of separate judicial conventions, 
with the result that at the present time ves- 
tiges of the system survive in only five 

It is apparently the feeling of the Judicial 
Council that the elimination of judicial nom- 
inating conventions was an accidental and 
regrettable incident of the uprising against 
party nominating conventions in general; it 
urges that we now retrace our steps and re- 
establish the convention method for judicial

AMERICAN FILMS SUPERIOR, 
BRITISH SURVEY REPORTS 


Board of Trade Committee Advises 
Government Supervision of All 
Phases of Movie Making. 

By the Associated Press, 

LONDON, Nov. 27.—The Board 
of Trade Committee which has been 
studying quotas for imported films, 
in a report today cogceded Ameri- 
can films were better than Brit- 
ish and recommended a board pro- 
gram to capture the greater part 
of the home market for British 
producers. \ Superiority of the 
American output was credited to 
larger production, financing, re 
sources and markets. 

Working against the British, the 
committee said, were the “quota 
quickies,” produced here rapidly 
and cheaply to meet the necessity 
of turning out a certain percent- 
age of British films in relation to 
foreign importations. 

The committee recommended that 
quota films be required to pass a 
test for a minimum standard of 
entertainment value before a spe- 
clal committee. Extension of the 
quota system for another 10 years 
was advised, with the ultimate aim 
of making half the films shown 
British productions. 

Finally the committee recom- 
mended the Government supervise 
all phases of movie making and 
take steps to prevent control from 
passing to foreign interests, at the 
game time encouraging British in- 
terests to finance domestic — 
tion on reasonable terma.

For as 
Dorothy Gaynor Blake she is 
known as a composer, preeminently 
of music for children learning to 
play the piano. A career that Mrs. 
Blake permitted herself when she 
found that it worked in well with 
her regular duties as a housewife 
and mother of three lively boys, 
and one that she still pursues from 
her Webster Groves home at 121 
Plant avenue. ' 
Dorothy’ Gaynor Blake’s success 
as a composer for children is not 
surprising when you consider that 
her mother, Jessie L. Gaynor, was 
one of the pioneers in music appre- 
ciation for young folks, and a na- 
tionally distinguished composer and 
musician. Born in St. Joseph, Mo., 
43 years ago, Mrs. Blake grew up 
in naturally musical environment. 
“At four years, I composed my 
first piece,” she recalls, “and be- 
fore I was 16 I had the thrill of 
seeing one of my own compositions 
published. Mother, always inter- 
ested in everything I wrote, in- 
cluded something of mine in one 
of her compositions, and in addi- 
tion credited that part to me.” 
When Dorothy was 2 years old, 
her music education had begun un- 
der the tutelege of her mother. At 
14 she went with her mother and 
sister to Berlin, studied for three 
years under Madam Ida Lurig, 
piano with Rudolph Ganz. Later

Mrs.’ Blake believes 
that the child’s music understand- 
ing starts in the first nursery 
rhymes that he hears and likes. 
The music the child is given. to 
develop his technique should be 
expressive enough to command his 
interest if his musical understand- 
ing is to be advanced. If it’s pro- 
gram music, representing a picture 
ora story, or absolute music, rep- 
resenting a mood, you must accen- 
tuate the meaning in children’s 
music, so they'll be bound to profit 
by it.” : 
The growth of a child’s musical 
understanding Mrs. Blake sees as 
a three-way proposition. The child 
must be receptive to the meaning 
of the music, the teacher call at- 
tention to it, and the composer 
supply the meaningful material. 
As the first step in the process 
of writing music for -children, Mrs. 
Blake chooses a subject that is

within the emotional vocabulary 
of the child. If it is a mood that 
is to be portrayed, it must be one 
that the child knows—the plain- 
tive sadness of a broken doll as 
against the tragedies an adult 
would understand. 

Most children become interested 
in music first around 7, and then, 
according to Mrs. Blake, they are 
most conscious of nature, their 
playmates and playthings. As they 
grow older, national tunes and 
folktales interest them. “But al- 
ways you take them from the known 
to the unknown,” she goes on, 
“Catch their interest with some- 
thing they know about—a jack-in- 
the-box or a kitty—and carry them 
on to the unknown, the musical in- 
terpretation of this thing.”

Mrs. Blake sums it up. 

As Mrs. Blake looks back over 
her published compositions and 
work-books for children, she notes 
that the trend is more and more 
to let the child in on the secret of 
what he is-trying to do, .showing 
him how to accomplish it, truly 
musically, and putting him on his 
own feet as an interpreter. Thus, a 
student using a Blake book starts 
at 7 years of age, not just to read 
the letter-name of each note, but to 
understand the harmony behind 
the placing of that note. 

A tremendous amount of work 
goes into each of Mrs. Blake's 
books. Each book is usually given 
over to a particular ‘message—a 
point in harmony or fingering, 
some other phase of piano  tech- 
nique. The idea she carries in 
her head until she has a workable 
outline, and “the actual composing

If 
the first part is fulfilled dummy’s 
heart suit will provide a'discard for 
South’s losing club. 

The correct play at the second 
trick is dummy’s nine of spades. If 
the king takes this a diamond re- 
turn can be ruffed with the ace. 
Any other return also is won in 
dummy, the trump ace cashed, and 
the heart king used as entry for 
trump drawing. 

If East plays low on the spade 
nine declarer must overtake, of 
course, and, if he holds the trick, 
ruff his diamond queen with the 
spade ace. Then the safest plan 
is to ledd the ace of hearts and a 
low heart to the king, thus guard 
ing against the chance that East 
may have started with four trumps 
to the king, in which event if hée 
also had started with a double- 
ton heart (and were allowed to re- 
tain one) he could take his trump 
king on the second round of the 
suit and lock the play in the dum- 
my by returning a heart.

A DOCTOR 
TALKS OF 


HEALTH

N MOST parts of the United 
States a summer vacation is the 
one that is a real necessity. With 

such a summer as we had last year 

over most of the working area of 

the country, star- 

ing us in the face 

as a possibility 

for the future, if | 

a person has only 

one vacation a 

year he certainly @ > 

will place it so ix 

that he can get 

relief from that 

soul - scorching 

heat. 

Winter vaca- 
tions are distinct- 
ly in the luxypry 
class for most of 
us, but for a few 
classes of people 
they approach 
the necessary. 

First of these, are the oldish peo- 
ple from the age of 65 on. Those 
who are on the way to old age and 
those who have accomplished it. 
Although pneumonia has been 
called the old man’s friend by Dr. 
Osler, because it puts them out of 
their troubles, most of us, as Dr. 
WwW. A. Evans used to say, are will- 
ing to avoid that kind of friend, or 
postpone an introduction as long as 
possible. And certainly there is a 
relationship between winter weath- 
er and pneumonia and bronchitis. 
To be in a Southern climate is to 
help avoid meeting this friend. 

As time goes on we are more 
and more sensitive to cold. Sun- 
ghine and mild outdoor weather are 
great boons to the elderly, espe- 
cially saving them the confinement 
and dangers of our artificially 


warmed houses. 
o * 

NOTHER group that are saved 
Atrom much ‘misery and actual 

danger by going on winter va- 
cations are the sinus sufferers and 
chronic bronchitis victims. There 
is no question that they do better 
in a warm, sunshiny and especially 
dry climate. 

y Ph infections occur in highly 

vascular and spongy tissues that 
swell and ebb to the influence of 
temperature and humidity, and 
the change from our dry artificial- 
ly heated houses to the damp out- 
doors cold in the winter time 
makes them do a dance that dams 
up secretions and is bound to have 
a bad effect. 

Then there are people who have 
a residuum of a chronic bronchitis, 
which lights up at the approach of 
winter. They begin by having one 
cold after another, and then the 
interval between them gets short- 
er, until they have a cold all the 
time, and about March they have 
to take to bed for a while and 
don’t really get back into shape 
until mid-June. For them the 
winter vacation spot is truly life 
saving. Or at least, health sav- 
ing. It is a sound financial invest- 
ment. Better the sunshiny desert 
resort than the seaside places. 

The chronic bronchitic who has 
a cought all the year round, is also 
better off in a dry, warm, sun- 
shiny climate in the winter. 

The third group that might be 
benefited by a winter vacation 
consists of the growing children. 
Especially under-par children. Nat- 
urally, I do not mean to say that 
all children need to go away for 
the winter. Very few of my read- 
ers, I imagine, had that advantage, 
and their health has not suffered 
from that neglect. Distinctly for 
growing children a winter vacation 
is in the luxury class rather than 
a necessity. But the thin, pale, 
round-shouldered child with a ten- 
dency to rickets or colds, should be 
given the advantage if possible. For 
them, probably the real winter re- 
sorts—-with winter sports and the 
bracing effect of skating and ski- 
ing in Canada, Saranac, and the 
New England mountains, are the 
ideal places. 

In selecting a place to go, the 
cities that have the most sunshine 
per annum start off with Phoenix, 
which has 3752 hours of sunshine 
on the average; San Diego, 3049; 
Tampa, 2948; Denver, 2946; New 
Orleans, 2579; Honolulu, 2840;. 
Colon, 2413; Toronto, 2048.
